The project, as it has been 
outlined by city officials of Sierra 
Madre, Arcadia and Pasadena, is 
for the widening of Central aven¬ 
ue from Santa Anita drive to 
Sierra Madre avenue, and ' from 
there extend it south and west to 
Colorado street, there to join 
Huntington Drive. . 

Two weeks ago a committee of 
representatives from Sierra Madre, 
Arcadia and Pasadena • appeared 
before Supervisor Beaty and Road 
Commissioner Jones with the, 
proposition, and asked county aid, 
under the Mattoon act. The al¬ 
lotment of $7500 was the out¬ 
come of the conference, and since 
that time the anfount has been 
raised to $ 10 , 000 , the city has 
toen notified.

! $18,000 NEW YEAR 
GIFT FOR CITY IS 
NEARLY FINISHED 

The city hall building, which 
was to have been an $18,000 
, Christmas present to the com¬ 
munity will be more in the na¬ 
ture of a New Year greeting, 
as the structure will not he 
completed until the first of the 
year, it was learned today from 
Ciey Clerk i/ouis Deitz.

Balloons to 
Make Studies 
Of the Skies 

Col. Mersey Suggests That 
Lookout for Parachutes 
Be Kept 

Col. H. B. Hersey of Sierra 
Madre, chief of the Los Angeles 
weather bureau, furnishes the 
News with some interesting in¬ 
formation concerning the balloons 
to be used by the bureau in mak¬ 
ing sky “soundings.” Inasmuch 
as some of these ballons may pass 
over, or even land in Sierra Mad¬ 
re, it is well to he informed of 
the project. Col. Hersey’s state¬ 
ment is as follows: 

The local weather bureau office 
will soon take up work to co¬ 
operate in a nation wide effort 
to explore the upper air move¬ 
ment which takes place during 
typical and extensive storms, for 
which the Aerological Division of 
the weather bureau has sent a 
supply of “sounding balloons;” 
These balloons when inflated will 
have a diameter of about six feet. 
They will have to be filled with 
pure hydrogen and at the proper 
time will he released, carrying 
with them a set of automatically 
registering instruments. These rec¬ 
ords will show the temperature 
and humidity while they are float¬ 
ing through the air at great 
heights. The balloon is so ar 
ranged that it will burst at a cer¬ 
tain height and a small red silk 
parachute will let the instruments 
come down to earth. 

Anyone finding them is- request¬ 
ed to return them to this office 
by mail. A franked address card 
is attached to be used in mailing 
and full instructions accompany 
them. The finder will he paid 
five dollars for packing and ship¬ 
ping the instruments and balloon 
back to the office. 

The red silk parachute will 
make a very noticeable object 
lying over bushes, hung in trees 
or on the groud. This feature will 
readily ho the key to finding the 
instruments as the bright red silk 
should catch the eye quickly. 

It is hoped that considerable 
distance may he made by some 
of the balloons, possibly crossing 
the citrus belt and the mountain 
range and reaching the desert. 

The balloons will be released only 
on telegraph orders from Wash¬ 
ington. When released radio sta¬ 
tions in Los Angeles will he re¬ 
quested to broadcast this infor¬ 
mation.

“We are spending millions on 
Tuberculosis at the wrong end,” 
contends Dr. J. L. Pomeroy, 
county health officer. “Tubercu¬ 
losis can be prevented and pre¬ 
vention is always more econom¬ 
ical than. cure. 

“Taken at its inception, 75 
per cent of all cases of tuber¬ 
culosis can be prevented. Going 
still farther back and through 
health education which includes 
proper nutrition, rest and general 
hygiene, reaching all groups of 
below par children from the cradle 
though adolescence, the dreaded- 
disease could be stamped out with¬ 
in less than ten years time,” Dr. 
Pomeroy beleives. 

“Every dollar spent on a grow¬ 
ing child means getting a dollar 
back. The salvage in hospital 
work is only about ten per cent. 
Out of every dollar spent on a' 
sick man, only about ten cents is 
gained.” 

“The summer Health School is 
an innovation in disease preven¬ 
tion inaugurated in Los Angeles 
County which is attracting nation¬ 
al attention from health authori¬ 
ties. These schools, together with 
a nutrition service and general 
health education program in coun¬ 
ty territory are made possible 
through the Christmas Seal,” Dr. 
Pomeroy states. 

“There are at least ten thousand 
children In Los Angeles County 
who need the Summer Health 
Schools, and every man, woman 
and child can be benefited and 
protected through the much wider 
health program planned by the 
Tuberculosis Committee of the Los 
Angeles County Public Health As¬ 
sociation for the next year. .. 

‘The preventive work to be car¬ 
ried on by the Association in 
Los Angeles County in 1928 is 
dependent on the present Christ¬ 
mas Seal sale. Buy the Seals and 
use them.
